Beck grooves at the Alley

Jason BECK and the Alley 1 
have had a monogamous rela- 
tionship with each other over the 1 
lastfewyears. Beck, however, has 
gone through a series of musical 1 
transformations over the span of 1 
his Alley gigs. He no longer urges 1 
us with his former motto "don't 
believe the hip". And, as always, 
he is spreading out towards new 
ground, trying to bring pop sen- 
sibilities to his past jazz stylings. 

He spoke to the Daily about his 
upcoming shows this weekend. 

"It's 80 per cent new material. 

As soon as my last gig was over I 
started writing new songs in a 
completely new style. I think by 
the time that I was through the 
second set on the last night I had 
figured out what was working. 
The last show was too bangy — I 
was too conscious of separating 
myself form the previous jazz 
shows I'd been associated with. It 
was almost stripped of musicality 
because I didn'twant to seem too 
intellectual. 

"I think many artists do their 
best work when reacting to their 
past work— either because it was 
a big flop or a huge success. I 
think the Beastie Boys are a really 
good example of that. After the 
first Rick Reubans album every- 
onewasexpecting'FightForYour 
Right to Party II'. The critics loved 
Paul's Boutique, but no one 
bought it. I think it was a brilliant 
album (and their new one too). 
They had to reinvent themselves 
musically. 

"Last time I was trying to bring 
some kind of guitaraesthetic to the 
piano. I was tired of how the piano 
was relegated to elevator music 
over the last couple of years." 

À la Elton John? 

"Yeah, Elton John's a good 
example of that. So is Bruce 
Hornsby. What I ended up realiz- 
ing was that hammer-hitting 
string will never sound like pick- 
plucking string. I realized that I 
don't have to try to imitate a 
guitar to escape the Elton John 
stigma but to just be more crea- 
tive on the piano. And I think 
that's a life long project. I'll be 
happy if I dent it in my life time. 

"Overall the new material is 
more quirky, trying to get as many 
of my influences in as possible. 
I'm doing a Pixies tune, a Beasties 
tune." 

But Beck is attempting no 
mean feat Hisinfluencesaresepa- 
rated by fundamentally different 
approaches to music. Listening 
to his personal demo recordings, 
one is struck by how foreign the 
two styles are to each other. Eve- 
rything from Stevie Wonder and 
Quincy Jones to They Might Be 
Giants and XTC polarize against 
each other with only a few sec- 
onds leader in between. 

However, there are two king 
pins in Beck's list of influences — 
one from each camp: Prince for 
his high energy funk and groove, 



and Elvis Costello for his masterful 
song writing. Is Beck to be the 
bastard son of this musical mar- 
riage? 

"That's what I'm going for, 
they're my heroes. This gig will 
have more funk influence than 
the last one, not a set that's based 
on good song writing as much as 
good grove. That's always been a 
big battle in my life, the battle 
between the James Brown, 
Funkadelic, stream and then the 
whole line of Beatles to Costello, 
the British songwriters. 

"Ideally I'd like to see someone 
really fuse these two aesthetics. I 
don't think I'm capable of it, but 
it's something I really go for. But 
it usually turns out that I'll write a 
song with a strong amount of 
one style and a little of the other. 

I really hope that someone will tie 
together the really intellectual 
song writing skills with a good 
nasty groove." 

However, a practical question 
to any performer who seeks to 
pursue a musical career is 'how 
can you convince a multi-national 
corporate monster recording 
company that they should invest 
in you when your style is con- 
stantly evolving?' Recording 
companies get cold feet over art- 
ists who won't produce a 
consistent salable style (do Phil 
Collins, Elton John or Rod Stewart 
ring a bell?). Beckisnot dissuaded 
by this tendency. 

"I think lately in music there's 
been a greatershift towards genre 
bending and style cross over." 

Like Joe Jackson, perhaps? 

"If you go to someone's house 
andtheyhaveoneJoeJacksonCD 
they'll likely have all of them. He 
doesn't pick up too many fair 
weather fans. I'd like to be that 
way, have a core of dedicated 
followers. 

"I won't be easily pigeon- 
holed, luckily, because my music 
will inevitably be like my live 
shows: disjointed. That's either 
my greatest liability or my great- 
est fault, that I'm disjointed. I 
don't like going to a live concert 
and it being the album and just a 
bunch of noise. Even though I 
dissed Tori Amos I really respect 
her for what she did with her live 
show [she played solo]." 

Beck has two aspirations for 
the future. A recent blond, he 
anticipates getting his normal hair 
colour back. And, if he should 
ever get so far as to be on Much 
Music or MTV, he doesn't want to 
give the self-righteous answer 
often provided by performers 
when asked if they ever try to 
write a hit song. 

i "People always deny it I can't 
stand that. I hope I never do that 
I in an interview." 

■ Maybe Beck will be put to the 
i test. Another McGill music pro- 
. gram graduate, John Stetch, who 
played in the Alley last year, per- 
j formed on the Juno awards this 
. year and was nominated for best 
r jazz album. Catch Beck before he 
gets too big.

To add insult to injury, a quoted 
SSMU official described the students 
who sell these samosas as “Samosa 
Men”. This was insultingto South Asian 
students in general and to those students 
in particular who have been selling 
samosas to raise money for various 
causes.

Regarding the Comment "The

the discussion in the SSMU council 
March 11 about the food sold by 
students in the building. 

As the discussion unfolded many of 
us were concerned that the original list 
of saleable items specified in the 
proposed policy could be culturally 
biased. We wre also aware that more 
research was needed in order to 
determine whether certain foods were 
safe to sell or not. 

Therefore, council amended the 
original policy statement to eliminate 
this list. Instead, the Room Booking 
Coordinator will be provided with a list 
of standard health regulations in order 
to maintain a safe environment. 

The Daily implies that these rules 
will be biased to include only North 
American foods — however, we arc 
aware of this potential. We do know 
that food which is prepared in thclobby 
may be unsafe, as it may not meet the 
health regulations such as proximity to 
running water. As it stands now, 
samosas may be a low-risk food. 

As for the “Samosa Man”, when I 
referred to the man who always sells 
samosas on behalf of the McGill Cricket 
Club, I did not intend to make a racial 
slur. Just as people could refer to me as 
the“BudgclWoman"becausctheyonly 
know me in that contât, I refer to the 
man who sells samosas as exactly that.

He is the leading force behind 
2.1 3.61, a publishing company that 
he started while still in Black Flag. 1 
He is also the leader of the Rollins 
Band, an author, spoken-word artist 
and writer of distinct authority. 

The release of The Boxed Life double 
spoken-word CD set, Talking from the 
Box video, and his latest book, Now 
Watch Him Die, bring together Rollins' 
unique ability to comment on seemingly 
disparate situations with incredible in- 
sight and humour. 

The Boxed Life and Talking from the Box 
weave stand-up comedy and storytelling 
into a revealing and sometimes chilly 
perception of what Rollins sees and what 
surrounds him. 

Rollins aims straight for the jugular 
and never misses. He discusses the LA 
riots through a steady humour, but the 
underlying fear and frustration that 
gripped the city simmers below his dia- 
logue. 

Rollins hilariously describes the lunatic 
frenzy of looting during the riots by 
showing how some computer store em- 
ployees managed tosavetheirstorewith 
a simple sign and plywood stick barrier, 
thereby directing the looters down the 
street to pillage the McDonalds. But just 
when his monologue is in danger of 
becoming too funny, Rollins quickly 
makes the audience recognize the obvi- 
ous stupidity of looting. Realizing that 
many of the businesses were owned by 
people just trying to earn a living, and 
that most of the black-owned businesses 
were totally incinerated, Rollins accu- 
rately and pithily says "Looting is fucked." 

On The Boxed Ufe, Rollins tackles the 
joys of flying by describing the potential 
for "different" pilots' voices on the plane's 
intercom. Rollins speculates about the 
situation on board a plane if the voice on 
the intercom was that of a Southern 
Californian New Ager "Oh, is this on? 
Oh, wow. Urn.. .hi. I have so much on my 
mind.

Yet, after relating all 
this horror and pain, 
Rollins' closes Talking 
From the Box on a 
positive note. He tells 
the audience that he 
\ likes them, not in any 
way that they should 
all suddenly start hang- 
ing out together, but 
for the fact that they are 
alive. Hesuccinctly states 
the importance of living 
and being strong and how 
jacking drugs and "drinking 
that Jack Daniel's poison" is the 
most retrogressive act of setting 
oneself back. 

Rollins simply asks the audience to 
"Live long and strong." He makes it clear 
that they have a life, something his friend 
has lost, and that they should make the 
most of it. 



Henry ROLLINS' trip involves 
passion and power, and it is al- 
most unbelievable that he 
succeeds in cutting through all 
the barriers that try to hold him 
back.

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Regurgitating funky vibes 

Babelfish transcend the funk-rock scene

The MONTRÉAL music 
scene has given birth to a new 
babe called Babelfish. With only 
a year to their credit they are 
wellon their way with two demos 
entitled In Your Ear and their 
latest, Babylon. According to joe 
Hamilton, bassist for Babelfish, 
the band is right on schedule. "It 
only took ten years for the Red 
Hots to break overnight." 

The sound emanating from 
the Babelfish is a lot like the new 
funk-rock sound currently con- 
suming the music industry, but 
the band takes it further. They 
manage to incorporate reggae, 
jazz, pop, rap and funk among 
other things into a completely 
unpredictable musical experi- 
ence. 

This unpredictability just may 
be what distinguishes them from 
the many funk-rock bands on 
the scene today. There are a lot 
of bands, "faking funk" accord- 
ing to Joe but Babelfish is 
definitely one that is true to it- 
self. 

Their sound draws itself from 
everything from early '80s hard 
rock with the likes of Van Halen 
and Steve Vai to the influence 
of Public Enemy and Parlia- 
ment Funkadelic. The 
"funk-rock" element was a coin- 
cidence according to Joe. "I'd 
never heard of Flea when I 
started." 



Their awareness that there is 
a necessary meeting that must 
take place between bands and 
the industry is a hopeful sign 
that they will hang on to their 
ideals when faced with a record 
contract. With this inevitable 
meeting in mind, Babelfish is 
primarily interested in pushing 
theirsound to the extreme. Right 
now they have the freedom to 
play all of their material which, 
according to Joe, will lead to the 
"organic progression" of their 
sound. 

Babelfish also has a smatter- 
ing of philosophy behind their 
lyrics which isn't apparent from 
the initial listening but emerges 
when talking to the band. "Cow 
Funk" on Babylon is about the 



state of pop culture. 

"The state of North America 
is one of people living in the 
past. People are scared of new 
things," says vocalist Frank 
Brosseau. He sings: On the Ra- 
dio Another Monkees Song/ 
What decade are we in? 

Frank, speculating on the state 
of contemporary youth culture 
explains that, "We don't accept 
the party-line; it's apathy; we're 
looking for something else in- 
side. As Chuck D says, 'I'm not 
with this.'" 

Babelfish isn't very interested 
in promoting their philosophy. 
Their trip is more focused around 
the band as an artistic project, 
according to Joe. For now they'll 
concentrate on getting their 



sound out to people and, "be- 
ing a Montreal Band from 
Montreal." This can be difficult 
when faced with attitudes to- 
ward local bands. 

Playing Doug Pub was fun 
says Joe and they look forward 
to playing more at "little alter- 
native places as they open up." 
Joe agrees that it's important for 
the local bands and promoters 
to get together to push the 
scene. Montreal is really ignor- 
ing it's own in terms of up and 
coming bands. 

Luckily, Babelfish has been 
getting a good deal of airtime 
on stations like CKUT, CRSC and 
Carlton University but they are 
still putting up their own posters 
and looking for opening slots in 



order to spread their sound. 

Babelfish will surprise your ear 
as, true to it's name (which is 
taken from Douglas Adams' 
Hitchhiker's Guide to the Gal- 
axy), it takes the many different 
sounds from all over the musical 
spectrum and chews them up 
and spits them out in a new and 
understandable groove which 
anyone can get into. 

Babelfish are drummer Paul 
Sheehan, guitarist Haig Armen, 
vocalist Frank Brosseau and bass- 
ist foe Hamilton. Their first tape, 
In Your Ear and their latest, 
Babylon, can be purchased at 
HMV's downtown location and 
Dutchy's Record Cave.
